signed by the majority of the members 
of both houses. 


It was slow work obtaining the signa- 


tures of the meimbers of the house and 
senate, and although the work was in 
progress all the afternoon it was not un- 
til evening that the necessary number of 
signatures had been obtained. As soon 
as the last man actually needed had af- 
fixed his signature to the statement, 
word was sent to the residence of Chief 
Justice Hazelrigg of the court of ap- 
peals. He came at once to the Capitol 
hotel, passed directly upstairs to the 
room of Mr. Goebel and administered 
the oath of office. 


Mr. Goebel was propped up with pil- 


lows and was able to raise his hand only 
with the greatest difficulty as he listened 
to the words of Judge Hazelrigg. When 
the oath had been given, Mr. Goebel sank 
back exhausted, the effort having been 
almost too much for his strength. There 
were in the room at the time the oath 
was administered, bjeside Mr. Goebel and 
Judge Hazelrigg, Arthur Goebel, brother 
of the wounded man; Itrs. "Welch, his 
eister, and Percy Haley, his campaign 
manager, and two or three intimate 
friends. Mr. Goebel was unable to say 
anything regarding the matter, but the 
contented smile on his face bore strong 
witness to the pleasure he felt. 


Immediately upon leaving the room 


where he had sworn in Mr. Goebel, 
Judge Hazelrigg went to an adjoining 
room, where he swore in Mr. Beckham 
as lieutenant governor. This done, he 
returned to his home. 


Judge Hazelrlffg declined to make any 


»tatement concerning the manner in 
which the offices had been conferred 
upon the Democratic contestants. "A 
majority of both houses of the legisla- 
ture dtclared for them," he said, "and 
when I was asked to swear then in, there 
was nothing left for me to do tut ad- 
minister the oaths of office. The pro- 
ceeding was, of course, entirely legal 
and proper. I would not have done a.s j 
did had it been otherwise." 


Mr. Goebel, as soon as he was assureO 


that he was legally governor of Ken- 
tucky, took prompt action i-egarding the 
military arm of the service. Two orders 
•w;ere quickly prepared for his signature, 
the first of which discharged Adj itant 
General Collier from office, and appoint- 
ed Geneiral O.stleman of Louisville as 
successor. The second was directed to 
the commjgjiders of the militia now sta- 
tioned in this city, directing them to re- 
turn to their homes. 


Word was at once telegraphed to Gen- 


eral Castlonmn of his appointment. 
There Is a possibility of trouble in this 
matter of control of the state troops. The 
regiments of the guard have lately been 
reorganized and are for the most part 
made up of Republicans and the personal 
followers of Governor Taylor. 


It is not certain that they will at 


once obey the orders issued by Governor 
Goebel, and any attempt to force them 
to do so will almost certainly result in 
trouble. 
Some of the officers intimated 


that they would not obey the orders tr 
leave, although they were careful not to 
•ay go in specific terms.

day the following petition was received: 
William Tolman, for legislation to pro- 
tect candidates for public office from 
groundless accusations in newspapers 
and to enforce suitable retractions. The 
bill accompanying the petition provides 
for a careful investigation by the pro- 
prietor or pubhsrter of a paper before 
printing any editorial or other article, 
which shall not be printed unless he is 
furnished with the name of one reliable 
person who makes himself responsible 
therefor, and in case of such publication 
the publisher or proprietor shall immedi- 
ately furniah the name of the person 
who authorized it. J? it shall prove un- 
founded, a retraction s&all be published 
In a conspicuous place and type.

The enor- 
mous purchases of sugar by this firm in 
Tuesday's market attracted much atten- 
tion, and the efforts to realize on it yes- 
terday broke the :srice. The firm wers 
unable to meet trteir engagements and 
their holdings were sold out uyider the 
rule of the exchange. Tunstall was a 
very heavy buyer of sugar Tuesday, 
taking, according to report, 20,000 shares 
on his own purchases and 20,000 to 25,000 
through another broker. His purchases 
forced the stock up from 117% to 121 on 
sales of more than 97,000 shares-. 


Findings Disapproved by Merrill.

Growing Out of Pettigrew's Plan 


to Print Statement of 


Aguinaldo 


FOOD SUPPLY OF BOERS 


Exporters Say They Are Amply 


Provisioned For Long Siege. 


BTOBEHOU8E8 WILL STOCKED. 


Washington, Feb. "1.—The debate fit 


the senate, ordinarily calm and digni- 
fied, burst yesterday into passionate 
utterances and bitter recriminations. 
The debate grew out of a phase of the 
Philippine question, and no scene has 
been witnessed since the discussion of 
the war resolutions in the last congress 
which, in sensational features, com- 
pared with that of yesterday. 


The discussion arose quite unex- 


pectedly. 
Mr. Pettigrew, 
who has 


precipitated nearly all of the debate 
upon the Philippine question during the 
present saseion, sought to have read a 
resolution embodying a document writ- 
ten by Bmilio Aguinaldo upon the Fili- 
pino insurrection, and containing b,Is 
veision of the alleged rscognltion of the 
Filipino republic by Admiral Dewey. 


Mr. Lodge, with visible manifestation 


of feeling, protected earnestly against 
this last effort of Mr. Pettigrew to se- 
cure the printing <tf Aguinaldo's state- 
ment by the United States government. 


"The 
reason I protest," said Mr. 


Lodge, "is that the document contains 
a number of statements that are ab- 
solutely false- 
Statements are 
at- 


tributed to Admiral Dewey which are 
utterly witfijout foundation. 
Now, the 


Anti-Imperiatlietic league and its or- 
gan can print such matter as this 
without restriction. -Thatgis to be ex- 
pected of them. 
But that the United 


States government should lend its aid 
to the circulation of branded falsehoods 
concerning the admiral of the navy is 
preposterous." 


Mr. Aldrich raised a point of order 


against the resolution on the ground 
that Mr. Pe-ttigrew had already a reso - 
lution pending providing for the print- 
ing of the statement as a public docu- 
ment. 
The chair (Mr. Frye) sustained 


the point of order, thus disposing of 
the resolution. 


Mr. Pettigrew gained the floor, how- 


ever, and addressed the senate. 
He 


spoke in an impassioned manner and 
several times declined sharply to yield 
to interruptions. 
He said the paper 


which he had offered was a translation 
made in Boston of 3. statement written 
by Aguinaldo himself. 
It had been 


sent by the 
Springfield Republican 


to this city and submitted to Admiral 
Dewiey, with a view of ascertaining 
whether It was accurate or not. 
The 


admiral, Mr. Pettigrew said, declined to 
say anything in regard to the document, 
saying he must adhere to his intention 
not to discuss the Philippine question 
in any form in advance of the Philippine 
commission's report. 
"Now," said Mr. 


Pettigrew, "Admiral Dewey, after tha 
publication of the document, sends here 
a letter repudiating the statements he is 
quoted as having made, and denouncing 
them as a tissue of falsehoods. 
Ad- 


miral Dewey did'feeognize the Filipino 
republic," shouted Mr. Pettigrew, "and 


"How?" inquired Messrs. tLodge and 


Spooner, in unison. 


"By saluting the Filipino flag," de- 


clared Mr. Pettigrew, his voice keyod 
up to a high pitch. 
"By proceeding to 


Subis bay with Aguinaldo's forces and 
there receiving the surrender of the 
Spanish garrison; by his conferences 
with and statements to Aguinaldo." 


Mr. Hawley objected to the statement 


"because it is treason. 
It is Ifndins 


aid and comfort to an enemy of the 
United tSates, and the senator has been 
doing that for months." 


Mr. Pettigrew replied that what he 


wanted was to have the facts of the mat- 
ter placed before the country. 
He 


charged the state department withhold- 
ing back information of value to the 
senate and to the people, and Intimated 
that the department was afraid 
to 


publish them to the world. 


Mr. Spooner read an expression from 


the late General Lawton, in which the 
general said: 
"If I am shot down by 


a Filipino bullet, it might as well come 
from one of my men, because I know the 
continuance of fighting is due to re- 
ports sent out here from America." 


Mr. Rawlins qriticised the censorship 


of the administration "on the threshold 
of a political campaign." 
He also ob- 


jected to the use of a letter from a 
patriot like General Lawton in support 
of political propaganda. 


Mr. Gallinger complained <tf what he 


called Mr. Pettigrew's sneer at the 
American soldiers, and his charges 
•against the president. 
To him the 


question was simple, and it was whether 
\ve should believe a man who was In 
open rebellion or the hero of Manila bay. 


Mr. Jones said the most unfortunate 


circumstance that 
had Happened in 


connection with the discussion of the 
Philippine subject was the disposition 
to cut off debate and suppress facts. 
He would have the censorship removed, 
not only in Manila, but in the depart- 
ments in Washington. 


Mr. Sewell said that he had opposed 


the acquisition of the Philippines, but 
so soon as the Paris treaty was ratified 
he had acquiesced in the result. 
"I 


saw the flag attacked," he said, "and 
after that with me it was 'the country 
and the flag, right or wrong.' 
I dep- 


recate beyond measure," he said, "the 
action of the senator from South Da- 
kota." 
He declared that under the cir- 


cumstances he considered Mr. Petti- 
grew a traitor to his country and his 
conduct as monstrous. 


Mr. Teller made a pacificatory speech. 


Every senator had a right, he said, to 
express his views here whether for or 
against the government. 
Still he was 


opposed to printing Aguinaldo's state- 
ment, because it raised a question of 
veracity unless Admiral Dewey's denial 
was to BO with it. 
He saw no occasion 


for the characterization of a senator 
as a traitor.' 


Mr. Pettigrew replied briefly to the 


accusations against him. 
He said 


that he yielded to no man in his de- 
votion to the country or the flag. But 
he had his own opinion as to how best 
the country's honor might be sustained. 
He did not believe it could be sustained 
by reversing the policy that govern- 
ments derive their just powers from the 
consent of the governed, and accepting 
the present administration's usurpa- 
tory policy. 
Mr. Pettigrew referred 


feelingly to the death of GO South Da- 
kota volunteers In the Philippines, and 
declared that if Aguinaldo's request for 
a truce had been assented to their lives 
and General Lawton's life might have 
been saved. 


Under the latitude allowed in general 


debate upon appropriation bills, the In* 


dlan appropriation bill In the house yes- 
terday .was made the occasion for the 
discussion of a wide range of public 
questions. Our policy in the Philippine 
Islands, the government of Puerto Rico, 
the leasing of our arid lands and elec- 
tion methods in th* south, were In turn 
brought into tfte arena. 


The most interesting d&bate occurred 


over the latter subject. Mr. Linney of 
North Carolina, a former Democrat, who 
joined the RapuHican party in 1884, and 
IB one of the breeay talkers of the house, 
used as a text for the introduction of the 
subject the amendment to the consti- 
tution of Bis slate, wfcich, he claimed, 
was designed to disfranchise the negro. 
Quite a number of members were, drawn 
into the discussion, and Mr. t,lnney's 
statements provoked an eloquent reply 
from Mr. "Williams of Mississippi, who 
justified to the fullest extent the action 
of certain southern states, on the ground 
that the non-participation of the igno- 
rant and illiterate was necessary to pre- 
vent the submergence of civilization. 


New Association Strikes a Snag. 


Philadelphia, Feb. ?.—The work of 


organizing the new American associa- 
tion has been blocked, owing to the in- 
ability of the organizers to find cap- 
italists' who will place a club in Phila- 
delphia. Two different syndicates have 
been asked to take the Philadelphia 
franchise, - and. after looking over the 
field, have refused. 
The organizers 


are now dickering with a third syndi- 
cate, and the chances are about even 
that this one will take up the Phila- 
delphia end of the circuit. The league 
magnates are said to have persuaded 
the 
first 
and 
second 
syndicates 


to keep hands off, but whether they are 
making efforts to prevent the third syn- 
dicate from placing a club here is not 
known. 


Death of Councillor Ourrell. 


Cambridge, Mass., Feb.. 1.—Oliver H. 


I>urrell, councillor from the Third dis- 
trict, died last nigrht at his home in this 
city. He was 52 years of age. When the 
big Boston fire of 1872 broke out he was a 
clerk, for the firm of Brown, Button & 
' Co., and after the fir&, a new firm waa 
formed, with Mr. Durrell as one of the 
partners. The new company began busi- 
ness in a small store in Boston ii. Decem- 
ber, 1872. At present the business of 
Brown, Durrell & Co. is carried on in one 
of the most imposing business blocks in 
Boston. Mr. Durrell took an active in- 
terest in the T. M. C. A., and held maar 
positions of trust.

Exporters in New York city -who 


make a specialty of the South African 
trade are doing a great deal of thinking 
at the present time over the problem 
that is greatly perplexing the British 
government — that is, the extent to 
which the Boers are prepared as far as 
food supplies are concerned to with- 
stand the protracted siege that seems 
likely to ensue on the British advance. 
These exporters appear to believe that 
the Boers are remarkably well provi- 
sioned and that any attempt to starve 
them Is hardjy likely to succeed soon. 


At first Bight It might seem that New 


York 
commission 
merchants 
were 


scarcely competent to solve this prob- 
lem, but it is believed that their opin- 
ion is of much greater value than that 
of any other class of export merchants, 
because their opportunities to form a 
conservative judgment have been so 
much more favorable. The extent of 
American trade with the Transvaal, 
especially in the matter of cereals and 
foodstuffs, according to the statement 
of one versed in the statistics of inter- 
national trade, was something of whwh 
the American people had no just con- 
ception, says the New York Post It 
was added that the Boers and South 
Africans generally, although nominally 
fanners, raise very little of their own 
food, but are fed almost entirely by 
foreign nations. As to canned meats 
and Jerked beef— or, as the Boers them- 
selves call It, biltong— practically all 
of the immense quantity consumed in 
South Africa is supplied by American 
firms, shipping through this port. 


"The British government has shown 


a remarkable lack of foresight," re- 
cently remarked one of the largest New 
York food exporters to South Africa, 
"in forming a just estimate of the pre- 
paredness of the Boers for war, and 
the bad work of the intelligence de- 
partment in gaining any accurate in- 
formation concerning their military 
supplies is only one aspect of the case. 
As a matter of fact, the Boers have not 
only been laying up an almost inex- 
haustible supply of powder and car- 
tridges, but an abundant supply of 
food as well. If the British succeed in 
getting as far as Pretoria or Johannes- 
burg anrl attempt to lay siege to the 
cities, they will discover that the in- 
habitants will suffer little from the 
lack of food, that their granaries are 
fairly bursting with the products of 
American and Australian farms and 
that in all the other food staples of 
wartime, such as canned beef, the 
Dutch are plentifully provided. 


"I ,base these conclusions upon the 


examination of my own books. My 
firm sends great quantities of flour and 
canned goods to South Africa every 
year, and especially to Delagoa Bay, 
Port Natal, Durban, East London and 
Port Elizabeth, which are the chief 
ports of entry to the Transvaal and the 
Orange Free State. 
I have never 


known the South African trade to be 
BO brisk us ii hub been during the past 
year and especially the past few 
months. 


"It was perfectly apparent that the 


Transvaa'lers were ordering a great 
deal more stuff than they could readily 
consume, and the trade in that direc- 
tion Has for some time been looked up- 
on as abnormal. 


"Take the case of flour exports, for 


example. Flour, under the most favor- 
able circumstances, can hardly be pre- 
served over a year, but in spite of that 
fact the Afrikanders have been in- 
creasing their orders during the past 
few months In a most surprising way. 
In the year 1899, according to my fig- 
ures, some 300,000 sacks of flour were 
sent from New York to Delagoa Bay 
and about 400,000 sacks to the other 
South African ports, a large amount of 
which also finds its way into the Trans- 
vaal. 


"This amount is about twice the nor- 


mal annual trade in flour. The largest 
flour shipments ever known were sent 
in April and May, which are not ordi- 
narily busy months in the Souti Af- 
rican trade. I know one firm that sent 
50,000 sacks a month in the spring of 
last year, and the shipments of other 
New York concerns were equally large. 


"Other commodities than flour, how- 


ever, have been sent in vast amounts 
to South Africa during the past few 
months. One of the choicest delicacies 
to the Boer palate is the cereal known 
as samp. 
Samp is cracked corn, de- 


germinated. It is almost the staff of 
life with the Boers and is also largely 
used by the aborigines. The Boers boll 
it into a sort of porridge and bake it 
With pork— after the fashion of Ameri- 
can pork and beans. 
Shipload after 


shipload of this, to them, indispensable 
article has been sent to Delagoa Bay 
during the past few months, and you 
can make up your mind that It is com- 
ing in handy at the present time. Can- 
ned beef is also a favorite article of 
diet with the people of the Transvaal. 


"Those who have visited South Afri- 


ca recently will have no occasion to 
ask where this is stored away. All 
over the republic are scattered im- 
mense sheet iron storehouses, and I 
have not the slightest doubt that these 
arc at the present time crammed full 
of canned beef and other convenient 
edibles sent from America during tlip 
past year or so and which will prove, I 
aui sure, one of the strongest weapons 
of the Dutch in the struggle already 
nnder way when it comes to a siege."

Loaf Health and Reason, but Kept 


Faith to the Last—Twice Became 
Deranged njjd IVhen Freed Killed 
a Man In Kase—Sow Sent to an 
Asyluai. 
Michael O'Donuell never pretended 


to be a hero. lie is simply a poor, un- 
educated east side boy of New York, 
who calmly sacrificed ten years of his 
liberty to save his brother from prison 
and who would uot betray the guilty 
one even when he felt that he was be- 
coming insane. 


Jimmy O'Donnell was the bad broth- 


er of the fnmily that used to live at 
431 East Sixty-fourth street. On the 
night of April 30, 1SSS, Jimmy, with 
two other ruffians, robbed Max Stein's 
saloon at 410 East Sixty-fourth street. 
They beat Stein fearfully, but he shot 
Jimmy in the head, aud the thieves ran 
away. 
Michael Feehan was caught 


Michael O'Donnell had nothing to do 
with the crime. 
Michael O'Donnell, 


then IS years old, went around to 
Stein's saloon to try to recover Jim- 
my's hat, for If this were found it 
might help to trace him, says the New 
York World. 
Stein, mistaking one 


brother for the other, had Michael ar- 
rested. 


The boy never uttered a word in his 


own behalf. He was convicted. Judge 
Randolph B. Martine sent him to state 
prison for 30 years. Feehan received 
the same sentence. Feehan being very 
sick with consumption, his friends ob- 
tained a pardon from Governor Mor- 
ton. 
Feehan died on Christmas eve, 


1S96. The pardon was received at the 
prison next day. But while Senator 
Maurice Featherson was getting Fee- 
ban's history the prisoner told him of 
the innocence of Michael O'Donnell. 
The senator went to O'Donnell's cell 
and offered to help him to freedom. 


"Don't do it," said Michael. "I'm a 


strong, big fellow, and I can stand 
this place all right, but Jimmy's deli- 
cate. 1 guess he won't last much long- 
er anyway, and I'm used to this place 
now." 


This self sacrifice was the more re- 


markable because Michael O'Donnell 
had been recently returned for the 
second time to Auburn prison from 
the Matteawan Hospital For the Crim- 
inal Insane. He was cured then. He 
had the full use of his memory. 
He 


knew that his devotion to his brother 
Jimmy had twice cost him his reason 
and might make him insane again, 
yet he did not falter. 


That part of the story Is very simple. 


Michael O'Donuell, 18 years old, find- 
ing himself for the first time in a pris- 
on, grieved under its hardships and 
brooded over his conditiou. 
He be- 


came morbid. He knew his confine- 
ment was unjust. He would not buy 
freedom by betraying his brother. He 
grew morose. 
He began at last to 


feel that he was tht victim of a plot. 
His delusion grew stronger each day. 
Under its influence he heard the keep- 
ers whispering about him to the other 
convicts. They laughed and jeered at 
him, and one of them at night barked 
like a dog—the signal for all the con- 
spirators to rush into his ceil and kill 
him. 


So Michael very quietly hid a pair of 


shears in the tailor shop one day, and 
when he had a good chance he stole up 
beside one of the conspirators—a fel- 
low convict—and stabbed him. These 
facts are all part of the history of 
Michael O'Donnell's case, and they 
were sworn to the other day by Dr. 
Henry E. APison, superintendent of 
the Matteawan asylum. O'Donnell's 
delusion in the asylum T?as that the 
doctors wanted to poison him. Careful 
treatment Improved him so much that 
at the end of 16 months he was sent 
back to Auburn prison. 


The unceasing strain of imprison- 


ment, the years of brooding over his 
sacrifice once more wrecked Michael 
O'Donnell's health and mind. He be- 
came again afflicted with homicidal 
mania, and he was returned to Mat- 
teawan. 
This time the doctors kept 


him three years. He had just been re- 
turned to Auburn as cured when Sena- 
tor Featherson saw him in 1800. 
But 


his determination was as inflexible as 
ever. 


Jimmy O'Donneil, after confessing 


all, died in April, 1898. Michael O'Don- 
nell was pardoned and released from 
prison on Dec. 14, 1898. The awful tor- 
ture of prison life for an innocent man 
had done its complete work. Michael 
O'Donnell suffered a return of homi- 
cidal mania. On the evening of Oct. 22 
last he stabbed and killed John Scan- 
Ion, whom he had never seen before, at 
Forty-seventh street and First avenue, 
In New York. He has always insisted 
that he remembered nothing about the 
deed, .

For this purpose the unbolted wheat 


flour should be used. Tie a pound of it 
up closely in a perfectly clean cotton 
cloth or pudding- bag. Drop It into boil- 
ing water and boil steadily for 10 min- 
utes, filling- up the saucepan from the 
kettle as the water boils away. When 
the cloth is opened remove the outer 
doughy covering and the center will be 
hard and dry. This may be grated and 
added to the infant's food. The grated 
flour should first be rubbed to a paste 
with a tablespoonful of milk, then di- 
luted with a little more milk until it has 
reached a consistency \\ hen it will min- 
gle readily with the child's liquid food. 
It should not be given more than twice a 
day unless in extreme cases, and then 
only under a doctor's orders. 


Later authorities upon infants' diet 


say that a better method of treating milk 
or other food to be given to babies suf- 
fering with bowel weakness is to add to 
the bottle a decoction of 
diastase, 


made by steeping a tablespoonful of 
crushed malted barley grains over night 
in two tablespoonfuls of cold water. In 
the morning the liquid can be strained off 
and is ready for use, and will convert 
the starch in the pint of gruel into dex- 
trine in aboiAt fifteen 
minutes, after 


which the gruel can be mixed with cow's 
milk and may be assimilated by even a 
delicate infant. But again the caution 
must be uttered, that nothing of this 
kind should be given except when en- 
dorsed by ..a physician. 


For cases where the contrary trouble 


Is found and the obild suffers from con- 
stipation, a wjieat or barley gruel may 
be added to his milk with beneficial re- 
sults. The barley is letter than the 
wheat, and if barley fiour cannot be 
found the ordinary pearl barley may be 
used in its place. 


BARLEY GKTJEL. 


Soak a tablespoonful of barley over 


night in enough cold water to cover"U. 
In the morning drain this off, and put 
the barley over the fire in a pint of wa- 
ter. Boil this for five or six hours, filling 
up the saucepan as the water boils avi ay, 
and keeping always a pint of water in 
the pot. Strain it off and set it aside to 
cool. It will probably form a jelly and 
should be used in the proportion of two 
teaspoonfuls of the barley to a cupful 
of the milk or other liquid food. 


The babies who are nursed instead of 


bottle fed must rely upon doctors for ad- 
vice as to means by which to regulate 
their digestions,—although these are 
more likely to be normal than those of 
the artificially fed children. 


It is when the little creatures grow old 


enough to forage for themselves, and, 
escaping from the watch and ward of 
their mothers, to take what pleases their 
palates that they are likely to get into 
trouble. This, too, Is the period when 
Injudicious adults begin to bestow" can- 
dies and other sweets upon the young- 
sters to the detriment of the- small 
stomachs. 


Always it should be borne In mind 


many articles of food, harmless in health, 
may be actually poisonous to the child 
suffering from a disturbed digestion. 
Let us glance for a moment at the foods 
that should be avoided by the child who 
is the victim of bowel trouble. Suppose 
he has passed his fourth or fifth year and 
is accustomed to such a diet as was ad- 
vised in a recent paper of this series. 
Potatoes and oatmeal, which are among 
his stand-bys when he is well, must now 
be ruled off his bill of fare. Corn bread, 
mush, hominy, wheaten grits, fresh veg- 
etables of all sorts and fruits must be 
forbidden until his recovery. Butter and 
cream should be taken sparingly. Sim- 
ple broths of beef, chicken or lean mut- 
ton and arrow root jelly may be given, 
and occasionally a little scraped beef 
may be1 added to the diet. All food should 
be administered frequently and in small 
quantities. If the trouble Is severe it 
may be wise to provide stimulants, but 
always under the doctor's orders. 


ARROW ROOT JELLY. 


Mix two teaspoonfuls of best Bermu- 


da arrowroot with enough cold water to 
make it into a very liquid paste. About 
three tablespoonfuls will be needed. 
Stir this into a half pint of boilingwater 
and cook, stirring constantly, until the 
j*lly is not only thick and smooth, but 
clear. Let it become very cold, and give 
It to the child with cream and a little 
powdered sugar. If it seems too flavour- 
less, a little rose water, or a f ew drops of 
vanilla may be added to the cream, 


CHICKEN JELLY. 


Cut the meat from a fowl weighing 


about four pounds, and pound up the 
bones with a potato beetle, or the flat 
side of a hatchet. Throw aside all fat. 
Put the fowl, meat and bones, over the 
fire In two quarts of cold water, and 
bring very slowly to a boil. Let it sim- 
mer at the side of the stove for five or 
six hours, skimming from time to time. 
The liquid should be reduced about one- 
half. Strain the broth thus made, and 
if you wish the jelly to be very clear, put 
the soup back over the fire, and when it 
returns to a boil, throw in the white and 
shell of an egg. Let all boll together for 
about three minutes, remove the scum 
that rises to the surface, strain the 
soup once more, season it to taste with 
salt, and put In a mould to form. 


A little parsley and a slice of onion, 


added when the chicken is about half 
cooked, improves the flavor of the jelly. 
It may be eate'n with bread and butter 
or with boiled rice.

through a sieve, return thorn to the ket- 
tle and add a teaspoonful of grated onion 
and one quart of milk. Rub together two 
tablespoonfuls of flour and the same 
amountof butter, add to the soup,stirring 
constantly until smooth and thick; press 
again through a sieve, season with salt 
and pepper and serve with 


BOSTON BROWN BREAD. 


Three cupfuls graham flour, n\ o cup- 


fuls corn meal, one cupful molasses, t\\ o 
eupfuls of sour milk, one-half cupful su- 
gar, two level teaspoonfuls soda, one 
teaspoonful salt. If you steam it it v,iU 
require about three hours to cook- 


RAISED DOUGHNUTS. 


Scald one cup of milk. When lukewarm 


add one-quarter of an yeasc cake dis- 
solved in qne-quarter of !> cup of luke- 
warm water,' one tenspoonful salt, and 
flour enough to make a stiff batter. Let 
It rise over night. In the morning add 
one-third, of a cup of shortening (but- 
ter and lard mixed), one cup light brown 
sugar, two eggs well baat?n, one-half 
nutmeg grated, and enough flour to 
make a stiff dough. Let it rise again, 
toss on floured, board, pat and roll out. 
Shape with the biscuit cutter, and work 
Between the hands until round. Plac« 
on the floured board, let rise one hour, 
turn and let rise again. Fry jn deep fat, 
and drain on brown paper. 
Cool and 


roll in1 powdered sugar. 


DRIED BEEF. 


The more common way of serving 


dried or smoked beef is to shave it into 
thin slices, raw, or perhaps warm it up 
in a little milk gravy, but a more savory 
dish is prepared as follows: Put the 
slices of beef into a frying pan -with 
just enough water to cover them 
d 


simmer for a few minutes; drain off e 
water and cut the meat into seveial 
bits. Return to the pan, which should 
be hot, with a tablespoonful of butter 
and a little pepper. Hava ready some 
well-beaten eggs, allowing four to a 
half pound of beef, stir them into the 
pan with the minced meat and toss and 
stir the mixture for a couple of minutes. 
Send to table hot in a covered dish. 


BREAKFAST. BEEF. 


Cut thin slices of cold roast beef and 


lay them in a tin saucepan set in a pot 
of boiling water. Cover the slices of 
beef with a gravy made of three table- 
s'poonfuls of melted butter, one of Val- 
nut catsup, a tablespoonful of vinegar, 
a little salt and pepper, a spoonful of 
currant jelly, a teaspoonful of made 
mustard and some warm^ water. Cover 
tightly and steam for half an hour, keep- 
Ing the water in the outer vessel on a 
hard boil. If the beef is rare you will 
find this a particularly nice breakfast 
dish and one that is easy of preparation. 


FRICASSEED OYSTERS. 


Drain as dry as possible one pint of 


oysters; put in a thick spider a small 
piece of butter and let it get bro\vn; then 
put in the oysters. As soon as they begin 
to cook add another piece of butter 
which has been mixed with a teaspoon- 
ful of flour and. cook one minute; add 
one beaten egg, one tablespoonful of milk 
and, cook one minute more. Pour on 
toasted bread. 


EGG BALLS FOR SOUP. 


Rub the. yolks of three or four hard- 


boiled eggs to a smooth paste with a 
little melted butter, pepper and salt; to 
these add two raw ones, beat in light, 
and add enough flour to keep the paste 
together; make into balls with floured 
hands, and set away in a cool place 
until just before the soup comes off. 
when you put them in carefully and boil 
one minute. 


FIG PUDDING. 


Chop six ounces of suet and half a 


pound of the best figs fine, add three 
quarters of a pound of bread crumbs and 
four ounces of sugar (moist, light brown 
sugar is the best). Mix first the bread 
and suet, then the figs and sugar, add a 
little nutmeg, a well beaten egg and a 
cupful of milk. Boll in a mould four 
hours.

The following account of the death 


of Major John A. Logan is given iu a 
letter written at San Fabiau, Luzon, 
Philippine*1 Islands, ou Nov. 24, and 
just iL'oeived iu New York city, says 
tlie New York Sun: 


"\Viieu General Wueaton's brigade, 


consistmg ot the Thirty-third mfautry, 
tho Thirteenth infantry and two strong 
batteries, lauded ut Sun Fabian a week 
ago, it was the begmuiug of a move- 
ment that brought the Thirty-third un- 
der fire for the first time. 
Under the 


protection of five small gunboats, the 
troops set foot on shottt and took the 
town with a few volleys, the insur- 
gents hastily retreating aud satisfying 
themselves with a desultory fire from 
a safe distance. The condition of the 
weather was altogether unsatisfactory, 
retarding a reconnoissance that would 
have resulted possibly in the capture 
of the insurgent president and com- 
mander. 
It rained steadily for three 


days and little streams were swollen 
to the size of roaring torrents. 
The 


roads were impassable. 
Tandem ox 


carts, considered invincible in this 
country, could make no progress. 
Twenty-five 
men were required to 


move the Catling gun, and then its 
progress was abandoned. No one can 
comprehend the wiidness of the ele- 
ments when they once let loose in their 
unbroken fury. 
For three days the 


Thirty-third regiment encountered in- 
surmountable obstacles on their sever- 
al reconnoissances. Major Marsh and 
Major Croniu had their battalions over 
the surrounding country, and, barring 
a few minor engagements, had not 
come upon the enemy in any large 
force. 


"Major John A. Logan, Jr., here met 


his death through a combination of cir- 
cumstances. On Friday night :«» called 
to dinner the several capta'n& of his 
command. Usually of the most cheer- 
ful temperament, light hearted under 
all circumstances, Major Logan's de- 
meanor on this occasion, the night be- 
fore his death, was in direct contrast 
to his usual appearance. 
He laid out 


the plan of campaign and remarked 
that every preparation must be made 
for a warm encounter. The captains 
enjoyed his nospiiaiity for the last 
time. 
Colonel Luther R. Hare and 


Lieutenant Colonel John J. Brereton 
dropped in and spent an hour in con- 
versation. Major Logan knew what he 
was called ujon to do the following 
morning. 


"Morley, Major Logan's valet, a little 


man of 45, once a famous steeplechase 
rider in England, is authority for the 
statement that Major Logan had a pre- 
sentiment that he would fall. 


" 'Morley, you will stay behind in the 


advance tomorrow,' he remarked. 


" 'Why, sir, am I not going with 


you?' Morley asked. 
' " 'One of us has got to go home,' Ma- 
jor Logan, said. He then turned over 
the pages of a book in his band and 
went on: 'If I am wounded, cable this 
word to Mrs. Logan; if I am killed, ca- 
ble this to Mr. Bentley.' 


"Morley tried to remonstrate that his 


place was by the major's Side, but Ma- 
jor Logan would not hear of it. He re- 
tired a bit later, but never recovered 
his wonted cheerfulness. 


"The advance was made toward San 


jacinto at 8 o'clock, the battalion mov- 
ing in line of fours and impeded great- 
ly by the awful condition of the roads. 
The companies deployed upon ap- 
proaching a v,VJage, and the insurgents 
opened up on the battalion from their 
trenches, 3,000 yards away. 
An ad- 


vance was ordered, Major Logan being 
at the head of Captain John Green's 
company. 
He reached a turn in the 


road where the fire of several sharp- 
shooters was concentrated. 
Ope of 


the corporals was shot through the 
head and pitched forward on his face. 


" 'One of your men is wounded, ma- 


jor!' yelled a newspaper man above the 
roar of the volleys that commenced to 
pour from the rifles of the Texas boys 
to right and left. 
In the meantime 


Colonel Hare and Lieutenant Colonel 
Brereton were directing the movements 
of the other battalions, coming up as 
fast as the men could move. Major 
Logan turned upon hearing the call 
and shouted, 'I'll take care of him!' 
He was dismounted and approached 
the wounded solclier. 
As he leaned 


forward to turn him over a bullet from 
a Mauser rifle crashed through his 
head, and without a murmur he sank 
down upon the man he gave his life to 
succor. A hospital steward ran for- 
ward to assist the major and fell as he 
touched him with a bullet through his 
heart. 


"A mighty roar rang from tho lips of 


the Texas sharpshooters, and one big 
Texan, named Tava, the crack shot of 
the regiment, dropped on one knee and 
carefully pulled on a black object 300 
yards to the right and forward. 
At 


the crack of his Krag a dark some- 
thing pitched from tho top ot' a cocoa- 
nut tree, while several of the insur- 
gent's companions fell victims to the 
marksmanship of tho Americans. 


"Major Lognn was carried to a near- 


by hut and attended by Dr. Green- 
wald. It was instantly soen that he 
was beyond all earthly aid. and, al- 
though he continued to breathe for sev- 
eral hours, the only motion made by 
him was a movement of his^ hands to 
clutch the locket on his breast contain- 
ing the pictures of his wife and the 
three children. It was fouud iiui- > 
ble to embalm Major Logan's bodj. 
he was buried In Manila. Too m 
cannot be said of Lis chivalry. No o 
can decry his courage. 
Major Loij.su 


was a man in the truest sense of t,lu> 
word. 


"The regiment acquitted itself nobly 


and received the praise of General 
Wheaton.

AMERICA KING OF COAL. 


Its Snperiority In That, ns la Metals, 


Shown by Fresh Statistics. 


In its annual statistical number, pub- 


lished the other day. The Engineering 
and Mining Journal says that the pre- 
liminary statement of mineral produc- 
tion in the United States in 1899 shows 
that the total "production of metals In 
the United States for that year was 
valued at the place of production- at 
$413,758,411 as compared with $314,- 
23o,G20 in 1898. 
Of nonmetallic sub- 


stances the total value of the output 
was $001^72,031 as compared with 
$483,091,070 in 189S. 


Deducting certain unavoidable dupli- 


cations, such as coal used in coke, iron 
ore in pig iron, etc., the net value of 
the mineral production reached the 
great sum of $801,424,082, showing an 
increase of $181,007,332 over 1S98. The 
gold production was valued gt ?72,4S3.- 
053, and the silver was 01,179,689 
ounces. 


The most important item was coal, 


the total of which in 1899 was no less 
than 244,581,273 tons, the largest quan- 
tity ever mined in a year and putting 
the United States for the first time 
ahead of Great Britain as a coal pro- 
ducer. 
The pig iron was 13,649,453 


tons, or 1,875,519 tons greater than in 
189S. Copper production amounted to 
592,872,037 pounds, a gain of 11 per 
cent over i.he previous year. 
Other 


Important items were 213,003 tons of 
lead, 135.796 tons of zinc, 54,048,100 
barrels of petroleum, 15,194,511 barrels 
of cement, 19,025,794 barrels of salt, 
28,713 flasks of quicksilver, besides a 
great variety of mineral products of 
less importance. The statement offers 
renewed testimony to the great ,ertcnt 
and variety of our mineral production.

THE ONfS POSITION 


An important person, close to the ad- 


ministration at "Washington, is quoted 
as saying- that the government -will 
take no steps whatever to interfere in 
the South African war unless Great 
Britain and the Transvaal, both, re- 
quest the friendly offices of the presi- 
dent.

What did General 
Buller mean? If the press censor has 
not been unusually indubtrious in doc- 
toring the dispatches concerning Gen- 
eral Buller's reverse it is difficult to 
understand Sir Bedvers. What is the 
key? The general may have had a 
vision from the summit of Spion Kop, 
for he is reported to be one wlto has a 
clairvoyant power. But it would deeply 
interest the world to be told what the 
key to the relief of Ladysmith is. 


General Buller has had to retreat 


twice in attempts to relieve the be- 
sieged town. His last attempt prom- 
ised success, but he was too- slow, and, 
instead c-f flanking the enemy, he came 
upon him face to face. Now there is 
deep wonder as to whether the general 
intends to try again. Winston Church- 
ill supplements the general's words by 
a dispatch giving the belief .that Bul- 
ler may try again, and it is pretty 
well established that Lyttleton's bri- 
gade has been permitted to continue 
holding- a position in Potgieter's Drift 
on the north bank of the Tugela. 


If General Buller intends to try again 


tt- relieve General White in Ladysmith, 
he, no doubt, believes he can cut his 
way through the Boers at a point near 
to where Warren's troops recently 
operated. On what he bases his belief 
the press censor has not permitted to 
pass or correspondents have not ascer- 
tained" it. Probably the recent opera- 
tions have resulted in giving the gen-

strength and position of the enemy of 
which, he deems it advisable to take 
advantage. It is certain he has not 
been reinforced and it is about equally 
certain that some of the Eoer forces 
obstructinghis advance have been with- 
drawn. With regard to this latter there 
is a belief in some quarters that the 
demons brations indicating a plan of 
invading the Orange Free Slate may 
induce Joubert to hurry some of his 
troops from the investment of Lady- 
smith and the obstruction of General 
Buller to assist in resisting the inva- 
sion of the republic's territioty by the 
British. But little reliance is to* be 
p'aced on this. It would not be neces- 
sary .for Joubert to act suddenly 
enough to give Buller a chance to ar- 
rive in Ladysmith within a week. And 
if the capture of Ladysmith means 
anything to the Boers they will stay in 
Natal till it is accomplished or until 
they are defeated. 


It is barely possible that General 


Buller may have a new plan, even one 
to put into effect with the co-operation 
c£ General White fn Laclysmith. If he 
hasn't his words must have been meant 
for the enemy's ears more than for his 
soldier's or for the British people. If 
the Orange Free State is to be invaded 
by the united forces of Kelly-Kenny, 
French and Gatacre, after they have 
reduced the Boers at Colesburg, it 
would mean something to keep the 
present Boer force remaining in north- 
ern Nn.tal. An expression of renewed 
determination to relieve Ladysmith 
might help in this direction. 


But General Buller has not said any- 


thing yet which he has not attempted 
to carry out, and the. most probable 
thing is that he is preparing to make 
another try-

BILLIONS OF'STORED EGGS. 


Beiult of «n Attempt br Packer* to 


Corner tbe Market. 


One of the most peculiar situations 


In regard to the egg supply erer known 
exists in tbe United States today, says 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer. The situa- 
tion Is the result of storing eggs in an 
attempt to control the market There 
are liable to be two results. One is 
that the people of the country will 
have cold storage eggs foisted upon 
them as the new laid product. The 
other is that the people who attempted 
to "corner" the market will suffer 
heavy losses. 


The beginning of the "cornering" 


effort dates back to last summer. At 
that time, it is said, the Chicago pack- 
ers evolved the scheme of buying up 
all the eggs that could possibly be 
gathered together and storing them un- 
til the supply became scarce. As is 
usual in schemes, it was anticipated 
that the scarcity would send the price 
sky high. Then the stored eggs were 
to be unloaded on the market, and a 
fortune was to be made for the pack- 
ers. It is figured that 7,000,000 cases, 
each case containing 30 dozen eggs, 
•were stored away. To the industrious 
hen, 
whose capacity is one egg a day, 


this is an exceedingly large amount. 
The scheme to control the market fell 
through. There was no call for stored 
eggs, and the packers began to lie 
awake nights thinking. 
At present 


the hens are beginning to lay fresh 
eggs. These are coming into the mar- 
ket, and no oue wants the stored eggs. 


A little figuring will show how enor- 


mous the loss will be. 
There are 


7,000,000 cases of eggs, or 210,000,000 
dozen, stored throughout the country. 
These were bougEt up at 15 cents a 
dozen. 
The present price of eggs a 


dozen outside of Cleveland is on an 
average 4 cents less a dozen than the 
price at which the stored eggs were 
bought This will mean a loss of about 
$8,400,000 to the packers. 
It is con- 


jectured that there are 6,000 cases of 
the stored eggs in Cleveland. The 
loss there will also be very large. 


It is reported that the packers In the 


vicinity of Cleveland have a way out 
of the dilemma. It is said that neit 
summer, when eggs are shipped to 
Cleveland from outlying towns, the 
stored eggs will be mixed with fresh 
ones, and in that way the old product 
•will be sold to the unsuspecting pub- 
lic.

Contractors and Eight Hour Law 


City Solicitor Avery of Hoiyoke has 


rendered an opinion as to •whether 
chapter 344 of the Acts of 1899 applies 
to workmen employed by contractors. 
He says that his Interpretation of the 
law ia &a follows: 
Section 1 of the 


above act reads: "Bight hours shall 
constitute a day's work for all laborers, 
workmen or mechanics now employed 
or who may afterward be .employed by 
or on behalf of any city or town in. this 
commonwealth." The question is, what 
Is the meaning to be given the words 
"in behalf of." In my opinion, these 
words imply agency. That is, the la- 
borers, mechanics and workmen as em- 
ployed by any one who stands la the 
relation of an agent to the city. An in- 
dependent contractor is not an agent, 
according to the common law, of the 
party of whom he makes his contracts. 
Hence section 1 does not apply to la- 
borers, workmen and mechanics em- 
ployed by independent contractors. 


It is not expected that theie will be 


any question in this city, and that con- 
tractors will be required to adopt the 
eight hour law.

THE JUDGE'S SALARY. 


Intreestlng Argument in Favor of In- 


crease at Hearing in Boston. 


There is oonskler;ible interest in the 


town in the petition to the legislature 
for an increase in Judge Tenney's sal- 
ary from $600 to $1200 a year A brief 
account of the hearing on the question 
•was given in the Transcripts legisla- 
tive news yesterday. 
Several refer- 


ences were made to the fact that the 
location of the college here was likely 
at times to give the court extra ana. 
unexpected work to do ai times. Sen- 
ator Tolman of Pittsflold said he was 
somewhat familiar with the town and 
college for he had attended the latter. 
Ke believed all the people in Berkshire 
favored 
the increase. 
He travelled 


about considerably ana had 
taken 


pains to Inquire. He found that all, 
like himself, had supposed Judge Ten- 
rey was receiving more pay. The state 
recognized the peculiarities of a college 
town. One could go to the White Oaks 
district and s&e a peculiar people and 
not wonder that a court was needed. 
"Why, there are people in Berkshire 
•who have not seen a railroad train. 
Not in "Williarnstown, I mean, for the 
Fite-hburg road, which we sometimes 
hear of now, runs through the town. 
Judge Tenney acts as clerk also, and is 
Absolutely tied down to the place, for 
cue never knows what is going to hap- 
pen next in a college town. 1 know by 
experience, for I narrowly escaped ar- 
rest once for taking part in a college 
rush at 'Williamstown." 


Senator Tolman wished that an oc- 


casion be granted Judge Turtle to be 
hoard later and for President Carter of 
the college to write a letter. "A salary 
of $600 for a man of Judge- Tenney's 
ability seems absurd." 


Judge Tenney in speaking for him- 


self said he was oftentimes debarred 
from taking eases because they came 
up in his court or he even feared they 
might come up there. When he sends 
his prospective client to another lawyer 
there was a great chance that he lost 
him for good. He was often called up 
at night to hear complaints, issue war- 
rants and take bail. There are a large 
class of people who imagine violations 
of the law have occurred or who are 
desirous of making- complaints against 
others, when no basis for such a com- 
plaint exists, still the justice must lend 
his ear to all these stories He must 
"be on hand even' morning even, if no 
cases come up. He had often doubted 
if he had known how he was to be 
confined and his general practice cur- 
tailed, if he would have accepted the 
appointment. Questioned as to fees re- 
ceived he said ther was only one class 
of cases that benefitted his pocket. On 
commitments of insane he received $3. 
The Berkshire air was so good, how- 
ever, that he only had cue ease last 
year. 


N. F. Sabin of this town also spoke 


In favor of the increase. The hearing 
closed after Judge Tenney had been 
asked to fill a statement of the court's 
business and provision was made for 
hearing Mr. Turtle later.

PAD MANY TEAKS TO WOEK Utt 


IRISH TRANSVAAL BRIGADE. 


An Officer Tells How They Bagged 


the Irish Fnsileers. 


The first authentic intelligence con- 


cerning the Irish Transvaal brigade 
comes in a letter'to an Irish physician 
in London from Patrick Gillingham, 
the Transvaal's Irish delegate to the 
'98 centenary celebration in Dublin 
and now commissariat superintendent 
of the Boer army, says the New York 
World. 
The writer describes the de- 


light of the Irish brigade' on crossing 
the border into British territory. He 
says: 


"We are 1,800 hardy, resolute men, 


armed with the best weapons money 
could procure, our bandoliers bursting 
with Mauser cartridges, and, though 
sporting none of the millinery uniform 
business, ali are dressed in the same 
serviceable style, with just a bunch of 
green ribbon to mark the color of the 
true. 


"Major John McBride carried a real 


Irish flag into the enemy's country. 
Wli-a General Joubert ordered us to 
occupy Majuba, the boys were in great 
humor. 
Then they mounted Majuba 


with a ringing cheer, and word was 
passed for one more cheer foe another 
Fontenoy. Sure enough, we ha4 a small 
Fontenoy very soon, for in the lirst en- 
gagement Ti-e bad with tbe Eflglish'we 
took a couple of hundred prisoners, 
and they have been coming in just like 
old friends every other day since. 


''It was a lot of Dublin fusileers we 


bagged first, and as we brought them 
to our camp tbe boys gave them a 
pretty talking to. It . 
f them look- 


ed awfully ashamed 01 themselves, but 
some looked as black as night when 
they saw our green flag waving above 
the thm.feg.nds of riflemen as they were 
led to prison. Some of the officers were 
very nice too. One, as fine looking a 
man as you would like to see. could not 
keep the tears from spurting from his 
eyes at being caught like that. He was 
every incb a gentleman, and we did our 
best to make him and the likes of him 
comfortable. 


"Plenty of the Dubliners were gla 


to be on our side safe, and we have 
good hopes of most of them. But even 
the most desperate could not do any- 
thing else than surrender; our firing 
was too deadly. Tbe fun of the tbing 
is tbat our men were trained to shoot- 
ing by the mining companies when 
Cecil Rhodes and Joey Chamberlain 
were organizing the Jameson raid." 


Speaking of the green flag, Gilling- 


ham says: "Tbe Boers are quite fond 
and proud of our harp. 
'There goes 


the Irish harp!' they cry. 
'Give the 


English plenty of music!' And we do. 
They dance finely to tbe tune we give 
them."

When, after the Majuba Hill reverse 


In 1SS1, the peace which has since been 
characterized by Englishmen as "tho 
dishonorable peace" vras negotiated 
by Mr. Gladstone, It did not require 
statesmen 
of 
more than ordinary 


prophetic vision to foresee that only 
an armistice had, in fact, been ar- 
ranged. 


No one foresaw it more clearly than 


the shrewd statesmen of the South 
African Republic, and they did not 
content themselves, as did the Eng- 
lishmen, in merely foreseeing it. 
In 


1881 the Boers were no match for the 
British. They were woefully deficient 
in the facilities fov carrying on a war 
•with a civilized foe. 
Such successes 


as they thijn achieved, with the dra- 
matic climax at Majuba Hill, were 
achieved rather as fortunate accidents, 
from a military point of view, even 
though they did reflect only the great- 
est credit upon the tactical and stra- 
tegical ability of tbe victors. But they 
could easily have been rendered of no 
avail by some persistent hammering 
upon the part of the British. In fact, 
the struggle proceeded far enough only 
to exhibit the bravery and agility of 
the weaker side, which was allowed 
to retain the fruits of its victory. 


Clearly recognizing all this, the Glad- 


stone peace has always been to the 
Transvaal leaders only the starting 
point for preparing for a conflict ever 
since seen by them to be inevitable. 
From that time to the outbreak of the 
present hostilities those preparations 
have never been lost sight of or neg- 
lected. 


During my official service In the 


Transvaal 1 seldom heard it openly 
avowed, but it was plainly manifest 
that it was the settled and permanent 
policy and business of the government,, 
writes Casper Vandewatering, former- 
ly private secretary to President Kru- 
ger's cabinet, in the New York Jour- 
nal, and 1 bad no doubt then, and have 
none now, that the subject was con- 
stantly under discussion by wise old 
Oom Paul and his equally wise coun- 
selor, Dr. Leyds. The harvest of those' 
years of preparation is now being gath- 
ered, though the world does not even 
yet realize the extent to which it has 
been carried on. 
I 


Foremost among the preparations 


have been the establishment and equip- 
ment of the huge dynamite factories at 
Zurfontein, which have been the pet 
t 


creation of President Kruger's brain. 
He easily saw tbat a people so territo- 
rially isolated as were the Boers could 
never successfully carry on a prolong- 
ed contest with Great Britain if they 
were to be dependent upon outside 
sources for their munitions of war. 
The famous dynamite factories would 
render them independent in this re- 
spect in time of war, while yielding an 
immense profit in time of peace. 


And so. to answer this double pur- 


pose, the great factories were projected 
and completed. They are easily the 
largest aud most elaborate of their 
kind in the world, having been planned 
and built by the best of German me- 
chanical experts. 
Their entire me- 


chanical and electrical equipment is 
also of German manufacture, and the 
operation of the works is also largely 
in German hands, though Hollanders 
and Kaffirs are also employed. 


All, or substantially all, of the mate- 


rials required in the manufacture are 
also found in the neighboring soil, .and 
the factories are in direct connection 
with the mines. These immense fac- 
tories, lying midway between Pretoria 
and Johannesburg, have a capacity suf- 
ficient to. supply 2J1 possible needs of 
the Boer forces is modern explosives, 
and the immense advantage thus given 
over an invading enemy who is obliged 
to rely upon a supply thousands of 
miles distant cannot be overestimated. 


Equally important preparations have 


also been made in the way of forts and 
strongholds throughout the Transvaal. 
So quietly have these been constructed 
that any detailed description and loca- 
tion of thorn at this time would be im- 
proper. 
But their strength at and 


around Pretoria alone is sufficient to 
render tbat city absolutely impregna- 
ble. The entire country about the city 
is so completely covered by cht huge 
forts upon the surrounding hills that 
approach from any quarter would seem 
tfl-beJmQossLMe.

He also indulged in canvasback duck 
in Philadelphia, and he vowed a great 
oath that some fair day his friends in 
England should partake of these far 
famed culinary triumphs of Philadel- 
phia. 
He could travel and eat to his uttermost fill. 
But tbe taste of the terrapin clung to him Bill. 


And so it came about the other day 


that Mr. Lawrence McCormick of the 
Bellevue received a note from Sir 
Arthur Guest saying that his lordship 
intended to give a dinner of 40 covers 
in London about the middle of January 
and that he wanted terrapin and can- 
vasback duck in sufficient quantities, 
and not only to send the terrapin and 
duck, but that the Bellevue was to 
send one of its chefs to Sir Arthur 
Guest's kitchens, and by the presence 
of the august Bellevue chef the deli- 
cious bits of epicurean delight could be 
prepared as only a chef could prepare 
them. 


And so Mr. McCormick has sent Sir 


Arthur Guest a letter saying that cook 
and edibles would arrive on time. Ten

System of Rotation of Beats 


Again. Adopted for 


the Force 


TWO MONTHS OF DAY WORK 


Out of Every II Months for Each Officer. 


Chief 
Dinneen's First 
Orders 


Issued Today. Routes Chang- 


ed Each Month 


Tne police force of the city began 


\\ ork today on a new schedule of beats, 
posted this morning in the- Prst orders 
from 
Chief Dinneen. 
These orders 


make a considerable 
change in the 


work of the officers, returning to the 
custom in force some time ago of the 
rotation of beats, thus giving each 
officer a certain amount of clay work. 


The new orders retain the beats prac- 


tic~lly as before, and each, officer is as- 
signed to a beat for a uionth. There 
are nine night routes and two day 
routes, to which all the officers will be 
assigned in turn. This gives each offic- 
er two months of day work in every 11 
months. 


I<orme,rly when the system of rota- 


tion of routes was in force, the officers 
changed routes each week, and there 
was only one day beat to which. aJl of- 
ficers were eligible. Oiucers .Tones and 
Whipple as the two oldest patrolmen 
were assigned to permanent day beats. 
As Officer Jones has assumed the du- 
ties «f captain, Officer "Whipple will 
now have the only permanent day 
route. 


One day route has heretofore been 


from 11 a. m. to< 10 p. m. The dav 
routes will now be from S a. m. to 7 
p. m., and from 6.30 a. m. to 6 p. m. The 
night routes will as formerly be- in two 
classes, one from 6 p. m. to 5 a. m., and 
one from 7.30 p. m. to 6.30 a. m. 


Ever since the change to permanent 


beats made last year there has been 
some dissatisfaction among the mem- 
bers of the force that they were not 
given any chance of day work, and this 
change will be welcomed. At the same 
time the keeping of the same beat for 
a mbnth instead of a week at a time 
is expected to pro-duce betttr results 
than changing every week. 


Officers Rosasco and N. J. Walsh are 


the two who begin on the day beats, 
whc ii will pass In turn to all the of- 
ficers.

THE CLOSING OF A POSTOFFICE 


Miscellaneous 
Lot 
of 
Equipment 


Brought Down From Florida 


The residents of the town of Florida 


began today, February 1. to receive 
their mail from the postofflce in this 
city, the Florida mountain office hav- 
ing been closed with the end of Jan- 
uary. Ex-Postmaster Sidney Tower, 
who now has the distinction of being 
the last postmaster for 
the- 
office, 


brought to this city yesterday the en- 
tire equipment of his establishment, 
and turned it over to Postmaster Darby 
and received the receipt for it which is 
his last official document in connec- 
tion with his government office. 


Some of the residents of the town of 


Florida, will get their mail from the 
Hoosac Tunnel office, but a number of 
them will come to this city. The last 
mall to the mountain office was carried 
from this city Tuesday. 


The equipment of the office as turn- 


ed in was a marked and in some in- 
stances amusing contrast to that of 
the office to which it was 
brought. 


There was not very much of it, and it 
showed that conducting the Florida 
office has not been a very arduous task, 
aside from'the responsibilities. 


The postmarking and stamp cancel- 


ling instruments are of the type pro- 
vided years ago, two separate dies 
being used, so that each letter has to 
be handled twice before it was ready to 
go out. All the books of instructions 
for years back had been saved, includ- 
ing postal guides from 1881, and a copy 
of the postal laws of the date of 1866, 
with several of more recent issues. The 
guides showed very little use, whereas 
in the local office the guide 1'or one 
year is almost completely worn out by 
the time a new one arrives. There was 
also a "List of the postoffices and post- 
masters in the United States," for 
which some past Florida postmaster 
had paid the sum of $1. This xvas of 
the date of 1S67, and gave Edwin Eog- 
ers as the postmaster for North Ad- 
ams. 


There was also in the lot a pouch 


key of a style which went out of the 
United States service before the mem- 
ory of any of the present clerks in the 
office. 


The value of the stamps of all de- 


nominations, stamped . envelopes, pos- 
tal cards, etc., turned in was $33.47. 
Some of this miscellaneous collection 
will be returned to headquarters, some 
of it destroyed here, and some of it 
kept for use in the local office. 


Postmaster Tower said the only rec- 


ords he had kept were those he had 
-written for his own private use, and 
did not turn, them in ta.s 
postofficp 


property. 


DEFENDS THE BOERS 


Berkshire County School Teacher Who 
Taught Among Them For Three Years 


* 


A teacher in the Pittgfleld 
public 


schools was for three years a resident 
of Cape Colony, being principal of a 
boarding school for girls, 
a large 


majority of the pupils in which were 
Boer girls. She tells a story that dif- 
fers much from most of those which 
have come from South Africa, and in 
an interview with a newspaper man 
said: 


"In regard to the complaint of the- 


English of the Transvaal that their 
children are taught in the Dutch lan- 
guage instead of the English: I say 
thu Boers of Cape Colony have an 
equal right to complain that the Eng- 
lish is excluding the Dutch although 
the majority 
of the 
population is 


Dutch. The Boors seem to be a simple 
kind hearted, hospitable people, deep- 
ly attached to the religion 
of 
the 


Dutch Reformed church and are not 
at all vindictive or malicious. 


"r.'he clergymen of the Dutch Re- 


formed church are bright and well ed- 
ucated men, chiefly from the universi- 
ty of South Africa, and the better class 
of farmers employ private tutors upon 
their farms and many of tijem send 
their children to boarding schools as 
they become older. 


"While Cape Colony is entirely un- 


der the control 
of the English, a 


strong undercurrent of dislike is felt 
for them among1 the Dutch, although 
no hostilities were ever offered the gov- 
ernment. 


"As a rule the Boers are generous to 


a fault, always thinking of the com- 
fort of others to a reasonable degree 
| and may be said to be fully as indus- 


trious as the inhabitants of a semi- 
tropical country ever are."

AFTER THE NEWSPAPER 


Senator Tolman Wants the Poor Poli. 


tician Protected by Law 


Senator Tolman presented in the sen- 


ate yesterday a petition for an act "to 
protect candidates for public office from 
groundless accusations in newspapers, 
and to enforce suitable retractions." 


The bill accompanying the petition 


provides for a careful investigation by 
the proprietor or publisher of a paper 
before printing any editorial or other 
article, which shall not be printed un- 
less he is furnished with the name of 
some reliable person who makes him- 
self responsible therefor, and in case of 
such publication the publisher or pro- 
prietor shall immediately furnish the 
name of the person who authorized it. 
If it shall prove unfounded a retrac- 
tion shall be published in a conspicu- 
ous place and type. A minimum pen- 
alty of $100 is provided. 


Yesterday was the last day for the 


entering of new business, but there was 
little of especial local interest. A pe- 
tition was filed that every street or 
elevated railway company in the state 
be compelled to transport pupils of the 
public schools at a rate of fare not 
exceeding ?2.50 per Irujidred rides, and 
shall furnish a ticket or package of 
tickets at this rate.

It is claimed that the 


present law, which authorises only tv> o 
caucuses a year by any political party, 
would prevent the holding of a spring 
caucus to elect delegates to thv na- 
tional convention, and that a change 
in the law is thus made necessary.
